The Leadville 
excitement sprang up about fifty miles east of 
them, but they remained atthe Whopper, re- 
wardless of the wonderful stories that reached 
them. 

Adventurers poured into Leadville like 
water into acistern. The cistern was over- 
flooded, and in the fall of 1878 a very little of 
the overiiow reached the two Yankees. Sur- 
prising discoveries were made, and with the 
opening of the summer of 187 the country 
was flooded with Ao meet The moun- 
tains were pitted before fall like men who 
had suffered from small-pox. It is estimated 
that fully 18,000 prospectors visited the Gun- 
nison country before the first fall of snow.

The finest quality of timber is 
found at Ruby Camp. The mountain streams 
are tilled with trout. There are no farming 
lands inthe district. <A large field of bitumi- 
nous coal has been discovered seven miles 
ot ig of the camp. It is said to be fine coking 
coal. 

A party from Ruby Camp and Gothic City 
are now at the Sturtevant House. Their 
statements have created considerable excite- 
ment emong the forty-seven miners from 
Utab, Colorado, Montana, and Califoraia, 
now zuests ot that hotel.

Deserted Irish Fisheries. 
(Kenmare (Ireland) Cor. London Standard. | 


On the southern side of Valentia Island and 
separated from it byan inletof the sea lies 


the peninsula commonly known here ay Port 


Magee. The fishing village, properly so 
called, is situated in the center of an exten- 
sive district, which stretches away for many 
miles to the southward. ‘The land here may 
be described as a poor mountain pasturage, 
interspersed with occasional stretches of bog. 
Seaward it becomes poorer and more bleak 
and utterly unfit for cultivation. The people 
of Port Magee anc other little villages along 
the coast were always accustomed to earn 
money by fishing during the summer season, 
but of late years that industry has declined. 
Seine fishing furnished at One time a protit- 
able emplovmentto the young men of the 
district, and the returns from this source 
were often very large. Very few seines are 
now to be found along the whole line of coast 
from Dirgle to Kenmare. The hardy fellows 
who once manned the fishing boats have 
emigrated, and the work is too severe for the 
old men whoremain behind. The poverty of 
the people has also contributed to the decline 
of the fishing. Formerly the inhabitants of 
every hamlet on the coast subscribed toward 
the expenses of a seine and supplied the men 
to work it, but this is the case no longer. The

A LOVE IDYLL. 

Itis not from the radiant isles of the 
tropics nor from the golden, sun-kissed 
hills of Italy, but from the bieak and unpo- 
etic region of Indianapolis—where the 
prairie blizzard wails and the voice of the 
turtle is seldom heard—that we have a 
tale of love such as never stirred the heart 
of poet. Mr. Brown was a man of family, 
indifferently honest,. who fell into the 
clutches of the law owing to certain irregu- 
larities, and took up a forced retirement in 
the reformatory institution of the State 
known as the penitentiary. During his ab- 
sence a sort of hired man named 
Wade looked after Mrs. Brown and 
her children, and performed the offices 
which the malevolent Iago was encouraged 
to believe had been attended to in his be- 
half by the lusty Moor. When Brown re- 
turned to the bosom of his family he found 
that he was de trop, so to speak. He talked 
mildly with his erring wife about getting 
rid of Wade, but Wade also talked with her 
about getting rid of Brown and, being aman 
of action and slightly inspired with love, he 
put his scheme into execution first. As 
Brown drove up to his home in his buggy, 
in the early evening, Wade met him, club- 
bed him to death, loaded him in his vehicle 
and drove away with him down the road, 
turning the horse loose to wander about 
all night with the corpse. Mrs. Brown 
was present and witnessed the ex- 
citing performance. She has made a con- 
fession which is so grotesque and yet so 
horrible an exposition of the passion which 
some people call love that in reading it one 
scarcely knows whether to smile or shud- 
der. After Wade had macerated Mr. Brown 
the bereaved widow came into the yard to 
sce how matters were progressing. Then 
occurred 2 love-making scene more outre 
than that when the gaillard Richard IIT, 
stopped a funeral and won the hand of a 
queen whose husband he had murdered. 
Poor Brown lay there with his skull crush- 
ed in, a buggy-robe under himanda blanket 
hiding him from the gaze of his tender 


wife. The death-rattle was in his throat 
and the murderer’s feet dabbled in 
his smoking blood. The impassioned 


Wade kissed the pale face of the widow, 
soothed her apprehensions and, placing 


drew her to his bosom, with the sentimental 
remark: ‘Darling, this is what love will 
do.’? This was not the tender love such as 
inspired Leander; such as impelled the 
fingers of Dante to sweep over the harp- 
strings as his lips breathed the name of his 
Beatrice; such as expanded the soul of 
Moore and Byron, and brought the devoted 
Abelard to the tomb of his worshipped 
Heloise. But it was a love nevegtheless— 
the love of ahyena. While the murderer 
Wade was treading the primrose paths of 
dalliance with his tender paramour upon 
his bosom, poor Brown groaned in his 
Ceath agony. Then this gentle demonstra- 
tor of the power of love inquired of the 
siren who had led him from the prosaic 
plow to the foot of the scaffold whether he 
should hit him again or’use a knife. Accord- 
ing to her statement, she occupieda sort of 
neutral ground. Then the passionate Wade 
covered her purple lips with his warm 
kisses, promised to be a father to her chil- 
dren and told her to put ashes on the blood 
marks. He behaved with all the sang froid 
and nonchalance becoming the head of a 
family in acrisis. Tearing himself away 
from his love he heaved poor Brown into 
the buggy, drove gaily down the pike, and 
after disposing of his ghastly burden 
hastened back to the Brown mansion, gath- 
ered up his fiddle and, taking Mrs. Brown 
on his arm, trudged over to a neighbor’s, 
where he carelessly played ‘Leather 
Breeches’’ by way of establishing an alibi. 
Wecan fancy the deyige air with which 
he rasped off the inspiring but unpoetic 
tune of *‘Leather Breeches.” If he had 
been more of an artist he would probably 
have shown the company what love could 
do by playing some such sentimental tune 
as “My Love is Like the Red, Red Rose,”’ 
or “Molly Bawn.”’ It would be hard to 
convince Capoul and the distinguished love- 
makers of the lyric stage that Wade was a 
real lover, and yet we would like to know 
where there has ever been a more striking 
exhibition of the grand passion than was 
given:in the front yard of Farmer Brown's 
house on that bleak February evening.

Our readers generally recollect something 
of the man McArthur, who created a sensation 
here less thanayear ago, chiefly througha 
civil rights suit he brought against Captain 
Henry E. Taylor, of the Paducah packet Jas.

In his conversation he ascribed great 
importance to himself, telling large yarns and 
giving intimations that his wealth was ample. 
Iie represented that he was a British subject 
and that the bloodin his veins was a pure 
mixture of Scotch and Spanish. His mission 
was vaguely given as being to Jook up the 
educational and religious status of the African 
race in this country, etc. 

But the story of his sayings and doings in 
this neighborhood istoo long. Tous, he was 
thin and easily seen through, and upon our 
expressing doubts as to the correctness of 
some of his statements, he stalked into the 
Argus ofltice with his white wife, wearing on 
his brow the frown of Jove, and opening up 
his deep lungs thundered denunciations and 
threats; and then we knew he was bogus. Be- 
fore he left he calmed down, and his servile 
blood gave him a very different air from that 
with which he entered; the Scotch-Spaniard 
disappeared andthe mixed Afriean came to 
the front.

THE STRIKERS. 


Meeting of the Cabinet-Makers— 
Two More Bosses Yield. 


Proceedings This Morning—The 
Box-Makers Organizing. 


The striking cabinet-makers met this morn- 
ingin Vorwaerts Turnhalle, gChambers and 
Broadway, pursuant to adjournment. There 
were about one hundred and fifty members 
present. The proceedings, as usual, were 
all conducted in German. Mr. Kraemer was 


chosen chairman and Mr. Lindhorst secretary. | 


The minutes of yesterday’s meeting were 
readand approved. Most of the delegates 
from the various factories had nothing to re- 


port. 
It was announced that Mr. 


had consented to pay the increase of 15 per 
cent and that the men in that factory would 
resume work this afternoon. 

It was also announced that the men in Fatt- 
mann’s factory had gone to work to-day, re- 
ceiving the increase of 15 per cent. | 

Also reported that Hampeter & Eckhoff 


had consented to pay the 15 per cent in- 
crease. 

Secretary Lindhorst said the bosses endeav- 
ored to frighten them with that #bugbear, the 
East. They had nothing to fear from the 
East. The bosses could not get their orders 
filled In the East. 

In Quincy, where the workmen were earn- 
ing anaverage of $8 to 39 per week, they 
had just received an increase of 15 per cent, 
and he saw no reason why the St. Louis cabi- 
net-makers should not have it. 

» Mr. Lenz said that if ready-made furniture 
could be brougnt here and sold cheaper than 
home-made it was the fault of,the bosses, who 
did not understand their business. The 
workmen elsewhere earned better wages than 
the men here, and yet their work could be 
shipped and sold cheaper here than the home 

roduct. It was owing to the 

ack of practical knowledge on the 
part of the bosses, whose arrangements were 
miserable. The factories here were run on 
the worst plan of any in the Union. 

Mr. Kraemer, the president, said he had 
worked twenty-one years at Prange’s and 
most of the men there had been working in 
the factory for ten or twelve years. But they 
believed they had a right to have better 
wages. Hedidnot believe they were white 
slaves. 

NO FEAR OF TUE EAST. 

It was announced that sixteen men had re- 
turned to work at Buddenberg’s, whereupon 
it was resolved that the names of all those 
who had pledged themselves to the strike and 
then gone back to work should be published 
in the papers. 

Furthermore, it was resolved that the dele- 
gates should no longer call on the bosses; that 
the latter should communicate to the meet- 
ing: the delegates should only inquire what 
men were working. 

Jt was said that Prange had threatened to 
put the tools of his workmen into the street 
if they were not removed by noon. 

Mr. Lindhorst said that the bosses never 
thought the men had any right totry and im- 
prove their condition and obtain better wages. 
During the last 10 or 12 years wages had 
been reduced 100 per cent and 
in some eases 159 -per cent. Now 
that the cabinet-makers ask for an increase of 
a few per cent, they are refused, although the 

rice of labor is going up all over the country. 

‘en years ago in his factory they paid $03 for 
work for which they now received 325. A 
wardrobe for which then they were paid $54 
they now made for $27. ' 

A committee of two Messrs. Ernsig and 
Lindermann were appointed to inform neces- 
sitous workmen who had gone to work that 
their necessities would be relieved next 
week. 

The meeting then adjourned until to-mor- 
row atY a. m. 

The Cabinet-makers’ Union No. 12 resolved 
at their meeting last Monday that all of their 
members on strike should receive $ per week. 


The Box-Makers. , 

Last night a meeting of box-makers was 
held at Vorwaerts Hall, which was attended 
by about 100 men. Mr. Eggels was chosen 
president, and Mr. Kidding secretary. The 
object ofthe meeting was stated to be the 
organization of a Box-makers’ Union, em- 
bracing both machine and hand workmen. A 
delegate was selected for each of the twelve 


factories represented, and these delegates 
were constituted a committee to draw upa 
constitution and by-laws. The committee 
meets next Monday evening at 8 o’clock in the 
hall, No. 1019 N. Twelfth street. Seventy- 
five persons then signed their names as mem- 
bers ofthe organization, when the meeting 
adjourned to meet next Wednesday evening 
at the same place. 


SCHOOL BOARD MATTERS. 


An Expression From Secretary Wash on 
the Special Committee’s Report. 


The Special Committee composed of E. L. 
Adreon, John H. Fisse, M. H. Phelan, G. 
Sessinghauss and C. O. Twining, appointed 
by the School Board, last summer, to ex- 
amine the books on accounts of the secre- 
tary, treasurer and bailiff of the Board, 
as well as its general tiscal 
condition, made a report at the regular meet- 


ing last night. The work of the committee 
extended over the period betweeu April 1, 
1876, ana July 31, 1879, and was quite exhaust- 
ive, During this time it appears that the 
total receipts of the board were $3.965,528 14, 
and the total expenditures $3,905,682 88, 
leaving a balance of $59,845 26. Of this balan¢e 
J. Phil. Krieger, formerly Treasurer, owes 
the board §),475 87, so that the real balance 
on hand July 31, 1879, was only 
$569 39. The committee find that 
the outstanding indebtedness of the board is 
$225,000, which matures as follows: Ffty 
thousand dollars in January, 1881; $50,000 in 
January, 1882; $50,000 in January, 1883; $50,- 
000 in January, 1884: $25,000 in Janud@y, 1885. 
The committee see no trouble in the way of 
paying this indebtedness as it falls due. In 
regard to the cash per capita of public schoo) 
education in St. Louis,the committee present- 
ed the following comparative statement:
